“Tn its crime policy,’’ says Warden Lawes, ** America has 
been chasing its own tail. It has never caught up. It will never | 
eatch up without a right-about change in its method of ap-| 
proach. 

“Crime alone seems to be exempt from the general advance 
of federal power and authority. Yet crime has become na- 
tional in character and execution. It recognizes no state lines. | 
Criminals in Chicago, or St. Louis, or even San Francisco, may | 
with impunity conspire to commit a crime in New York. Their 
underlings are the actual perpetrators. The state line exempts; 
them from prosecution. Innumerable aequittals result because, 
of the impossibility to subpoena witnesses who have tled state! 
jurisdiction. Just one instance where crime is a step ahead of | 
the law. |
